That is to say, there is 
likely to be a decline In the economic growth 
rate in'lQQT even while prices continue to rise. 

Put in terms roughly Intelligible, Johnson's 
soothsayers in effect claim that we've been too 
optimistic about the state of the Gross National 
Product (GNP), which is the total value of alt 
goods and services produced. Cautiously, tike 
equerries bringing bod news to.Jvan the Terr! 
blc, they predict that the GNP will Increase bj 
only 6.5 per cent In dollar terms in 1067, com- 
pared with the 8.5 percent-climb In 1966-Thej 
the n-subtr act 2,5 to 3 per cent for price inflation 
and oome up with a real growihfor 1BG7 of only 
3.5 to A per cent, against 1B66'S SSpcr cent. 
. In other words, the country Is still getting rich- 
er but ara rate slower thnn anticipated. This, 
say the experts. Indicates there may be some 
"soft spots' 1 In the economy. _ 

LESS INFLATION— Most other experts, Includ- 
Ing-those-In Wall Street, have been- predicting 
a $760 billion GNP for 1967, a figure that would 
look very fine Indeed fn comparison with this 
year's J738 billion. Johnson's boys say the 1B87 
GNP probably won't be higher than 5796 billion 
and may fall as low as $780 billion. 

No one is using the word "recession" publicly. 
But this new estimate, It Is said, indicates that 
Inriotlon may be flattening out Prices are ex- 
pected to rise "only" 2.5 to 2.7 per cent in 1967, 
compared with this year's 3 per cent boost. The 
dollar Increased In the GNP therefore would 
be one-half of one per cent lower than in 1966 — 
which is a considerable sum when people arc 
talking In terms of hundreds o( billions. One per 
cent of S738 billions is still J73.S billion, some- 
what more than the Defense. Department's 
budget. - . 



X EQUALS BUDGET— At any rate, a real 
growth of under 4 per cent in the GNP is regard- 
ed with some nervousness here because < per 
cent is the figure set as a target by the Presi- 
dent's Council of Economic Advisers. Anything 
below that figure, they say, would be inadequate 
for a number or reasons/but principally bectfuse 
It would not be big enough to support an In- 
creased labor force. Indeed, labor leaders Insist 
a 4.5 per cent-growth is needed for this purpose. 

It u happily possible that none or those. ex- 
perts know what they're talking about and will 
riot know until President Johnson announces his 
budget for fiscal I0G8. There has been so much 
unease In recent months over the likelihood or a 
tax Increase that most predictions concerned 
with the economic future have been projected 
as arguments either for or against a boost. That 
unease will not be stilled until Johnson stops 
playing the numbers game with government 
spending. -

What senior citizens groups lack in permanence 
as far as facilities are concerned during their 
formative years, they gain In accumulating 
knowledge as to just how such a center should 
best be operated and financed. They also are 
establishing an entity , . . which Is prerequi- 
site to qualifying for federal and local financial 
assistance as well as acquiring a reservoir of 
enthusiasm.

Whether harmony merely 
irvcs to paper over the cracks 
is a question in many minds. 
Harmony will not be enough if it 
means ' merely avoiding the 
sharp ideological differences 
that persist. Rockefeller believes 
Reagan is bound to' become a 
moderate because of the dire 
necessities of governing a com- 
plex and expanding state. 

However much he may nut 
the temptation behind htm. 
Rockefeller Is aware that he 
alone among the governors has 
had a long background in for- 
eign policy.

lose an empire and have it, too. 

It is no less unrealistic to pre- 
tend that the United Nations 
can muster enough power to. 
suppress the rebellion. Among 
the new African states there 
exists no force, military or eco- 
nomic, which could make • se- 
rious impact upon Rhodesia 
backed by South Africa. 

Britain herself, having from 
the outset renounced the use of 
Imperial power, is not likely to 
use'Ifnow. No European natron 
will use force to subdue the rul- 
ing whites who are still en- 
trenched in the southern hqlf of 
the African continent. 

It seems Improbable that a 
case- will— be— construeted-for — 
American intervention. The 
United Nations has no more 
force than the. force which Its 
strongest members will provide 
themselves or will approve of. 

The plea to the United Na- 
tions- to use force against Rho- 
desia Is a disservice to the 
United Nations. Mr. Wilson is 
asking it to do what it was never 
meant to do, what it Is not or- 
ganized to do and what it cannot 



The circumstances In which a 
resort to the United Nations- - 
would have been .justified would 
have been If . Mr. Wilson had 
asked .the United Nations for f 
help in negotiating a 1 treaty of 
independence for the state of 
Rhodesia. For the prospect of .. 
recognlton by- the whole world 
community would be a very con- 
siderable bargaining point. 

Bargainng about what? About 
the length , of time, about tho 
conditions and the phases of, tho 
enfranchisement of the African ■ ■ 
majority. Their full enfranchise- 
ment- cannotrcame" Immediately 

or very soon. For the ruling 
white minority is much .too 
strong and, much too resolute. 

On the other hand the African 
majority cannot ba. denied the 
acquisition of political -power 
forever or even" Indefinitely.^ — 
To find rfbme acceptable point - 

of- compromise between-theso 

two extremes'- is all that dlplo- 
macy can nope to do.

Postal Test Shows Efficient 
Service On First-Class Mail 



NEW YORK (AP) — A recent 
test of tho U.S. postal, service 
showed a generally efficient 
performance on first-class mall 
deliveries throughout the nation. 

Lcjters airmailed between 
two points In different states, 
Including coast to coast, stood 
better than a 99 percent chance 
reaching their destinations 
within two days.. 

Duplicate mailings — one Zip- 
coded and one to the same ad- 
dress without the Zip code — 
arrived simultaneously in every 
case. 

The bulk or the airmail be- 
tween major east coast cities 
and major cities of the far west 
was delivered tho day after 
posting. Airmail from the enst 



coast made It to Juneau, Alas- 
ka, In two days. 

In point of elapsed time be- 
tween pasting and delivery, the 
poorest performance was by 
two airmail letters from San 
Francisco- to Miami and from 
Los Angeles' to Bryn Mawr, Pa., 
a Philadelphia suburb. Each 
took four days. Los Angeles to 
Juneau, and Seattle, Wash., to 
Juneau, took three. All the other 
test airmail was delivered in 
two days. 

The Associated Press began 
the test on Nov. 17.' That morn- 
ing, major bureaus posted more 
than 500Jetters cither to other 
AP bureaus or to suburban ad- 
dresses of staff members In oth- 
er cities.

.Klntner could emerge as a new 
_"flrst among e.quals,!l_Rostow 
hardly could be expected to 
figure In any such competition 
because he is ^specialist In for- 
eign affairs — too narrow a 
base on which to build a position 
of pre-eminence. 
_ Watson Is physically closest to 



the President. Occupying an 
adjoining office, he Js appoint- 
ments secretary ■ and resident 
specialist In political matters. 

Callfano, a young man who 
once was troubleshooter for Sec- 
retary of Defense Robert S, Mc- 
Namnra, often plays the same 
role for Johnson. He also has a 
major hand in shaplngtiew leg- 
islation. 

Rostow, a Stale Department 
graduate,:* Is Johnson's special 
assistant for" national security 
affairs. He occupies the desk 
and docs the work of McGeorge 
Bundy, who resigned last Feb- 
ruary to become president of 
the Ford " Foundation. In " an- 
nouncing Rostow's appointment, 
Johnson insisted he was not a 
replacement for Bundy. 

Klntner handles many admin- 
istrative and housekeeping mat- 
ters for the President, acts as 
Cabinet secretary and- recently 
became coordinator "of speech- 
writing, which, had been a Moy- 
ers task.

. .The seizure of the university 
followed a wave of terrorist at- 
tacks in past weeks against gov- 
ernment officials, police and 
military officers, and American 
property. One army officer has 
been killed. 
Under a suspension of const!- 
■ tutlonal guarantees announced 
—Tuesdayj— the- government-has 
authorized arrests without 
warrants, curtailed political 
activity, partly censored the 
press, and assumed the right to 
rule by decree If it considers 
that necessary. 

Although the government has 
long accused -the university, of 
harboring Cuban-elded .terror- 
ists, the campus had traditional- 
ly been Immune' from police and 
army, invasion.

■" Confusion -generated by Red 
China's "proletarian cultural 
revolution" may be delaying a 
showdown In the Peking power 
struggle, but recent events point 
toward two strong factions 
bracing for a decisive test of 
strength. 

Evidently there Is discord 
among the 'supporters of, the 
culturaLarevolutlon themselves 
and the young Red Guards who 
are their Instruments for vio- 
lence. They seem to have much 
difficulty sorting out friend 
from enemy. 

Speeches by- Premier Chou 
En-iaf hfnt at a test between 
'tho people'.'! — by which he 
means the ruling party group • 
and "enemies of the people, 
meaning those suspected of op- 
posing Mao Tsc-tung and De- 
fense Minister Lin Piao. 

But the question of just' who 
are people arid who are nonpeo- 
plo or enemies of the people 
seems to be creating anxiety 
among party members and offi- 
cials, as if they were having 
difficulty determining which 
leaders could speak with au- 
thority and which could not 
This Is also reflected lower 
down the indder among the' Red 
Guards. Some attack certain 
officials while others defend 
them. 



However, assaults on high-up 
leaders have been Intensified, 
Up to now these have been ap- 
pearing on Red Guards pasters 
and In Red Guards papers. The 
signal that a big clash Is in the 
offing likely will come when the 
attacks are taken up by the 
powerful central organs of the 
Chinese Communist press. 

Accounts broadcast by Peking 
and those of foreign Commu- 
nists In China disclose that 
there arc still hundreds of thou- 
sands of Red Guards from the 
hinterland Jn Peking whosc-slay 
has been extended. They must 
be staying on for somo specific 
purpose. 

All this- indicates the clash Is 
getting closer. But who will 
win? 

The Soviet Communist parry 
press has been singling out Lin 
Piao, as well as Mao, for criti- 
cism. Evidently, the' Russians 
figure that Iin Piao has the. in- 
side track and regard him as 
tho heir upon whom Mao has 
decided to confer his power. But 
the Russians also appear to be- 
lieve that the issue Is yet to be 
decided. 



Vietnamese- 
Favor Gvilian 
Government 

. SAIGONi South Vietnam (AP) 
— South Vietnam's Constitution- 
al Assembly by a one-sided vote 
today agreed the country should 
have a civilian' government 
headed by a' president elected 
by nationwide vote. 

By a vote of 107 to 5 with five 
absentees, the assembly ap- 
proved a set of proposals to be 
Incorporated In the constitution 
which It Is now writing and 
which is scheduled to "wr'flif- 
Ished-by the spring. 
* Under terms or the proposals, 
tha-prcsldent~would be elected 
by a nationwide vote of all men 
and women over IB. 
"The'presldent'would appoint' a 
prime minister who in turn 
would name his ministers. The 
appointments would not require 
approval of the national legisla- 
ture, and the president would 
have the power to remove, the 
prime minister. 

Because of this, the plan en- 
visages a "strong president" 
form of government with the 
president as a powerful chief of 
state and the prime minister as 
administrative head at the gov- 
ernment. 

The proposed form of govern- 
ment would be similar to that of 
South Korea. 
Sponsors said it Is aimed at 

firevcntlng_a__future president 
rom becoming a dictator and at 
the same time avoiding a par- 
liamentary form of government 
which might change frequently 
and be powerless In times of 
crisis, such as war.
